WM. BRODIE, of the Ereter Gazette, had this very 
curious and excellent old Map of Exeter presented to him 
by his friend BASIL MONTAGU PICKERING, Bookseller 
and Publisher, of 196, Piccadilly, London, March, 1871. 


Its pedigree cannot be correctly traced, but Mr. Pickering 
obtained it at Messrs. Sotheby and Co.'s, the well known 
London auctioneers of literary property and works of art, 
and, as the imprint thereon in Latin testifies, it was pub-

(On the reverse of the title-page is a shield with the arms 
of the author in six quarterings.) 


It has been conjectured that this Map was published with 
the above Catalog, or probably as a second edition some 
three years later—the Catalog being dated 1584 and 
the Map 1587. (This appears to have been done in 
Some cases ; for instance, * A List of Remarkable Anti- 
« quities of the City of Exeter, by Richard Izacke,” was 
published in 1723; and subsequently, viz. in 1724, was 
added © A new Map of the City, with. a Prospect of the 
«Cathedral, and a copy of the Freeman's Oath,” and entitled 
a second edition.) 


A sale was held at Church House, High-street, Canter- 
bury, on the 4th Jan., 1870, by Mr. George Salter, which 
consisted of © Curious Books and Manuscripts accumulated 
by the families of Oxenden and Warly during the last 500 
years,” and comprised documents dating from 1342 down- 
wards. Mr. Pickering, believing that this Map came 


from that sale, has made enquiries of Mr. Thorpe, the | 


gentleman who sent the Map to Messrs. Sotheby, and it will 
be seen from the following letter from Mr. Pickering, there 
is very little doubt, if any, that it was part of the Oxenden 
and Warly, or Lee Warly, collection sold at Canterbury.

I daresay you will think I have quite forgotten my promise 
to gee into the pedigree of your Plan of Exeter, but I had not 
forgotten, 1 have been-much. occupied. I asked Mr. Thorpe, who seut 
it to Sotheby's, where he hat it from, and he says that he is pretty 
certain it came from -the Lee Warly Collection sold at Canterbury, 
January, 1870. TI have beensto the British Museum and have asked 
Mr. Major, the head of the Map department. He has never seen a 
copy, and would be very glad to purchase it. Gough, in his British 
Topography does not name it; he only names that, according to Dr. 
Stukeley, a Plan of the City was taken much earlier than any of those 
which he (Gough) names in lus book, but he evidently never saw the Plan 
he speaks of, None of the three books in. the King's Library, nor the 
one mn the Grenville at the British Museum, written by John Hooker, or, 
as he is sometimes called John Vowell, contain auy{Map; tliey are in 
very poor condition, being excessively scarce, but they do not look as

and George Humble, in Pope's-head-alley, at ye signe of 
ye white-Horse,” there is a Map of each C#finty with a 
reduced Engraving, in one corner, of the City or Capital 
of each County, and which, as far as Excester is concerned, 
appears to be a Copy of this Map with certain omissions. 


Mr. Parfitt, the Librarian at the Devon and Exeter 
Institution, in the Cathedral Yard, Exeter, suggested that 
there may have been much earlier editions of © Speed's 
Britaine” than the copy at that Institution dated 1611, 
After diligent search he wrote to Mr. Brodie as follows :;—

My dear Sir, — | 

] have referred to dates of the various editions of 
* Speed's Theatre,” and find that ours is a $8econd edition, the first 
(according to Watts's *Bibliothica Britannica”) being published 1606; 
$0 that this does not interfere with your plate. This was, in all 
probability, copied from yours. The same plate is copied into 
Lyson's © Magna Britannia.” Whether yours is an origmal plate, 
or a copy of some earlier, I am not prepared to say. If you could 
s8ee © Hooker's Memorials ” (the MS., I believe, is still extant), 
you would then see if the original drawing is in the MS, I have 
carefully looked over the catalogue of works published by Hooker, but 
there 18 nothing said about a map of this kind: I am therefore 
iuclined to think that this was not published by Hooker.

On April 12 Mr. Pickering wrote as follows ;—

city (Exeter) in Q. Elizabeth's time. There has been since a vast 

1crease of bnildings within and without the city.”” 

Remigius Hogenberg, the engraver of your "_ engraved 
several of the maps known as Saxton's Maps of England and Wales, 
issued between 1573 and 1579, and published with a general title at 
the last named date. . 


Francis Hogenbergh and Abraham Hogenbergh engraved many of 
the maps in Braun or Bruin's (Georg.) Oivitates Orbis Terrarum, in @8 
incise@ ef excuse@ et descriptione Topographica Coloni& 1572 to 1618, 
6 vols large folio. In this book may be found views or plans of 
London, Bristol, Chester, Cambrid ze, Edingurgh, Dublin and other 
cities, besides one of Exeter almost identical with yours. It has the 
Royal Arms and the City Arms as in yours. The arms in the left 
bottom corner are those of Hooker, but there is no inscription as to 
the draftsman or engraver, and the map 1s evidently a re-engraving of 
yours. I think there can be little doubt that your map was eugraved 
for this work; why 1t, was re-engraved it is difficult to conjecture ; 
possibly some accident befel it ; but the work was in course of issue 
from 1570 to 1618. The re-engraved map of Exeter is the first map in 
the 6th and last volume. In the copy of Braun in the Reading Room of 
the British Museum the name of Hooker 1s 80 indistinct as to be 
illegible, but in the copy in the King's Library the name under the 
arms of Hooker 1s quite plain and legible. 

Anu account of the three Hogenberghs may be found in Falpole's 
Anecdotes of Painting and Engraving, by Dallaway, Vol. 5, pages 
15 and 16; and in PÞryan's Painters and Engravers. Remigius 
Hogenhergh was employed in engraving at Lambeth Palace, by 
Arcubishop Parker. Among other works he engraved a Chart of the 
Kings of England. 

In S\ukeley's [tinerarinm there 18 a map of Exeter not very unlike, 
but smaller aud less rude, the date being: 1724.
